The bill is now before 
the house and has been referred to 
the committee on public buildings and 
grounds. 
The bill reads as follows: 
A bill to provide for the erection of 
a public building at Sedalia, Missouri. 
Be it enacted by the 
senate 
and 
house of representatives of the United 
States of America in congress assem­ 
bled, That the secretary of the treas­ 
ury be, and he is hereby authorized 
and directed to cause to be erected on 
a site to be selected and owned by the 
government 
a 
suitable building, in­ 
cluding fireproof vaults, heating and 
ventilating apparatus, elevators, and 
approaches, for the use and accommo­ 
dation of the postoffice and other of­ 
fices of the government at Sedalia, 
Pettis county, Missouri, the cost of

The said building shall be 
unexposed to danger from fire by an 
open space of at least forty feet on 
all sides, including streets and alleys.

the brood sow is practically the same 
whether she brings two p^igs or ten 
pigs per litter, which means that the 
farmers are losing a large percentage 
of profit by keeping such brood sows 
rn their herds. 
“ There are several reasons why 
brood sows bring small litters, and I 
firmly believe that the one which con­ 
tributes to the trouble more than any 
other is the practice of breeding sows 
too young. 
It is no uncommon thing 
to find sows weighing less than one 
hundred pounds with pigs. 
Usually 
you find them with only two pigs. The 
young sows which you intend to keep 
for brood sows should never be bred 
under nine months of age, and it is 
much better to wait until they are 
twelve or fourteen months old. 
Then 
if they are not full developed, wait a 
few months longer. 
Your brood sow j 
is good for six or eight years, and, ii 
by waiting a few months in the be­ 
ginning before Starting her on her life J 
work, you can increase the size of her 
litters, you have certainly made good 
wages for those months. 
Another 
thing which co: tributes to no slight 
extent to cause rn'all litters is the 
lack of exercise.

TREATING ULCERS OF CORNEA 


Touch All Parts of Sore With Stick of 
Nitrate of Silver— Bathe With 
Solution of Salt Water. 


Ulcers of the cornea in calves may 
be caused by several things, such as 
bruises, abscesses, or beards from fox­ 
tail; or it may be the result cf a se­ 
vere attack of pink eye. 
Y’ou can tell 
ulcers of the cornea from pink eye by 
means of the discharge. 
Instead a t 
pus, you will find an acid, watery fluid 
If it should be ulcer of the cornea, or 
ulcers formed by very violent caset 
of the pink eye, the treatm ent is about 
the same. 
Take a stick of nitrate of 
silver, sharpen as you would a pencil, 
get an attendant to hold the head of 
the calf, keeping the eyelids back, and 
touch all parts of the ulcer lightly with 
the stick of silver nitrate. Wait a few 
m inutes and bathe eyes with a solu­ 
tion of salt water. 
Repeat this operation in about three 
days. 
Unless you have a distinct pro­ 
jection on the cornea of the eye, do 
not use the caustic treatm ent. Bathe 
several tim es a day with sulphate of 
'.inc, 15 grains to a half pint of soft 
.vater. 
Protect the eyes from flies, 
sunlight, etc.

It is no new theory that criminal 
propensities may often 
be 
due to 
j physical defects. Surgical cases late- 
j ly reported 
from 
Philadelphia and 
j Toledo left the idea above the plane 
j of mere theory. The connection be- 
j tween the mind and body is still a 
mystery, 
but 
progressive 
science 
shows the connection 
to 
be much 
closer than was even imagined pos­ 
sibly a century or 
even 
a quarter 
century ago. It has been common for 
many years to 
restore 
reason de­ 
stroyed by injury to the head by re­ 
lieving the brain pressure. The na­ 
ture of the insanity may even some 
times indicate the exact location of 
the pressure when it is caused by 
internal growths. 
The Philadelphia case is that of a 
boy who was incorrigible. His physi­ 
cal condition was good and his brain 
active, hut he was heading toward a 
career in crime. Through an accident 
lie fell into the hands of a surgeon,

If a road roller can be se­ 
cured the material may be quickly con­ 
solidated, otherwise considerable time 
will be required for it to be consoli­ 
dated by the traffic. During this proc­ 
ess the road should receive frequent 
attention with a split-log drag or other 
means for smoothing the surface and 
filling the ruts. 
On steep grades 
where there would be a tendency for 
the side ditches to wash, thqS can usu­ 
ally be overcome by providing out­ 
lets and getting the water away from 
the road before it accumulates in large 
volume. On roads where wagons will 
not be required to pass each other, a 
width of from nine to twelve feet be­ 
tween ditches will usually be suffi­ 
cient. The surfaced portion need rare­ 
ly exceed seven or eight feet. 
There 
is no particular virtue in building a 
farm road wider than is necessary to 
answer the special traffic require­ 
ments. 
The need or desirability of 
moving occasionally extra wide or 
heavy implements, such as certain har­ 
vesting machinery, over the roads 
should, however, not be lost sight of. 
A little foresight in the alignment of 
ditches, in providing ample width of 
gates, or of giving extra strength to 
culverts, may save a great deal of 
both annoyance and delay during some 
very busy period.

AVOID SPREAD OF INFECTION 


Thorough Disinfection Is Essential to 
and Efficient in Preventing 
Contagion.

In any outbreak of infectious dis­ 
ease among animals thorough disin­ 
fection of the premises is essential to 
preventing the spread of the conta­ 
gion. 
Certain substances, such as 
fresh slaked lime or unslaked lime in 
pow'der form, chloride of lime, car­ 
bolic acid, corrosive sublimate, for­ 
malin, formaldehyde gas, and com­ 
pound solution of cresol possess the 
power of destroying 
bacteria 
with 
w'hich they come in contact. 
To make 
the use of such substances of value, 
however, the wrork must be done with 
the utmost thoroughness. 
In the disinfection of stables and 
premises 
the 
following 
directions 
should be carefully observed: 
1. Sweep ceilings, side walls, stall 
partitions, floors, and other surfaces 
until free from cobwebs and dust. 
2. Remove 
all 
accumulations 
of 
tilth by scraping, and if woodwork has 
become decayed, porous, or absorbent, 
it should be removed, burned, and re­ 
placed with new material. 
3. If the floor is of earth, remove 
4 inches from the surface, and in 
places where it shows staining with 
urine a sufficient depth should be re­ 
placed to expose fresh, earth. 
4. All refuse and material from sta­ 
ble and barnyard should be removed

Frank Trumbull 
ON UNIFICATION OF RAILROAD JURISDICTION. 


There Is no more perplexing problem in government 
today than the proper regulation of railroada, and no one 
more capable of discussing the subject than those who 
finance and manage railroad properties, for experience 
is the handmaiden of understanding aud practical wig- 
dom the stepping stone to success. 


Frank Trumbull, Chairman of the Railroad Executive 
Advisory Committee on Federal Relations, when asked for 
his views on the effect of regulation upon railroad invest­ 
ments, said in part: 


“The desirability of regulation is, of course, admitted. 
W hether the regulation the railroads have had is a sue- 
cess is a fair subject for discussion. 
One thing Is cer­ 
tain—there is at present practically no appetite for fresh investment in rail­ 
roads; that is for new construction or large improvements. 
“Now that an efficient banking system has been established by the Fed­ 
eral government, a solution of the railway problem, fair alike to investors 
ana to the rest of the public, is first in importance among our national do­ 
mestic questions. 
The interdependence of railway owners and employees and 
of the shipping and traveling public has been demonstrated so often that I do 
not attempt here to prove it over again. 
Q° 


“Are railroad managers entirely to blame? Suppose you are attempting 
to administer a railroad in an honest and straightforward way 
Most raib 
roads are so managed; there have been some exceptions, just as there have 
been wicked bankers, farmers who put their best apples in the top cf the bar­ 
rel, and other people who have made sharp horse trades. 
But 'in either of 
the cases mentioned, does anyone expect the State to penalize the banking 
business as a w'hole or the apple business or the raising of horses? 


"The situation is much as if you had built a hotel in some good sized 
town, say, twenty or thirty years ago. 
Probably very few, if any of the L-*d- 
rooms were provided with bathrooms. 
Perhaps the furniture consisted of a 
bed, a bureau, a wash-stand and two or three chairs. Suppose that after in­ 
vesting your money in that way the State passed a law stipulating that tho 
price per room should not be over two dollars per day. Suppose after t h ' t 
the State passed other laws requiring a certain number of bath rooms ad­ 
ditional furnishings, fire escapes, screens on all the windows, sanitary ap­ 
pliances, etc. Perhaps these requirements are reasonable and in tho public 
interest, but where would you get the money for new and better hotels under 
such restrictions of profits? I have said that the situation of the railroads is 
much like that, but the hotel investment is simplicity itself as compared with 
investing in a railroad.”

middle pair are replaced by two per­ 
manent teeth, at the age of about 
two the teeth on either side of these 
permanent teeth are 'also replaced * 
with a permanent pair; at the age of 
three the next tooth on either side 
gives way to a permanent tooth; and 
at about the age of four, the last or 
back teeth are replaced in like man­ 
ner. 
Briefly, then, a sheep 
with 
one 
pair of permanent teeth is a yearling; 
sheep with two pairs is a two-year 
old; with three pairs, a three-year 
odl; and w'ith four pairs, a four-year 
old. 
After a sheep is four years old, one 
cannot tell by the teeth about the 
age. However, one who is purchasing 
a sheep should see to it that it has 
not lost any teeth, or that the teeth 
have not become long and shoe-peggy 
in appearance.

made for the purpose of determining 
the amount of additional space that 
should be provided to meet the needs 
of the service, but from data avail­ 
able it appears that the workroom of 
the present quarters 
contains 
1,844 
square feet of floor space, while 4,800 
are required at the present time. The 
force now employed consists of four­ 
teen clerks, sixteen 
city 
and 
eight 
rural carriers, and 
experience 
indi­ 
cates that not less than IOO square 
feet of floor space should be provided 
for each clerk and carrier 
and 
the 
equipment assigned to his use. 
The 
receipts of the postoffice for the three 
adjustment years ended March 31 were 
as follows: 
1904.............................................. $30,915.67 
1 9 0 9 ........................................... 
50,018.03 
1914.............................................. 
60,842.20 
From the foregoing it is apparent 
that the Sedalia office is growing rap­ 
idly, and as it is the policy of the de­ 
partment in reporting on prospective 
buildings to suggest tiiat space be se­ 
cured to meet the needs of the ser­ 
vice ten years hence, it would seem 
that if a new building is authorized for 
Sedalia, the workroom should contain 
approximately 7,000 square feet 
of 
floor space. Respectfully—A. S. Burle­ 
son, Postmaster General. 
P. S.—I was in Sedalia recently and 
from personal investigation am able 
to state that additional space is surely 
needed.—A. S. B. 
After these letters had been incor­ 
porated in the proceedings of the body, 
Mr. Hamlin spoke as follows: 
I submit, Mr. Speaker, that a careful 
perusal of these exhibits will, I think, 
convince everyone that this is a case 
where speedy action should he taken 
by congress to relieve an intolerable 
situation.

building and site as given in the letter 
of the Assistant Secretary and that in 
the report of the inspector.

I presume this can 
he accounted for on the difference in 
the kind of material which may be 
used in the construction of the build­ 
ing. 
My bill asks for the authorization 
of only $200,000 . This sum was based 
both on the report of the inspector 
and on the suggestion of the local citi­ 
zens who had some knowledge as to 
the cost of construction in that part 
of the country. 
I beg to call your special attention 
to the postscript to the letter of the 
postmaster general, which is written 
in “long hand.” In explanation of that 
I may say that it was our good for­ 
tune to have the postmaster general 
visit this city in the fall of 1914. 
He 
very carefully inspected this building, 
and he speaks from knowledge ob­ 
tained “first hand.” 
I have frequently visited this office, 
and I do not hesitate to say that the 
conditions under which the employes 
are compelled to work in the present 
building are intolerable. 
This is not

“This will give proper garrisons to 
Panama, Hawaii and the Philippines 
and provide four infantry and two cav­ 
alry divisions within the United States.

forces in each congressional district. 
More liberal appropriations for the na­ 
tional guard and other 
features 
in­

eluded . The volunteer force author­ 
ized will be a strictly federal force. 
“Provision is made for an officers’ 
reserve corps and for a reserve offi­ 
cers’ training corps intended to em­ 
brace students at colleges and other 
institutions

“A short enlistment is provided to 
induce men of the regular army to 
enter the reserve, and a payment of 
$34 per annum will be made to im are 
their connection with the war depart­ 
ment authorities. 
“The expansive principle of the or­ 
ganization of the regular army is con­ 
tinued, but the minimum strength of 
organizations is not so low as at res­ 
ent, no organization being required to 
absorb more than one-third of its war 
strength of reservists or recruits in 
event of war.

guard should eventually 
provide 
a 
much better state of defense than at 
present.

ing dormant more or less for half a 
decade, is enjoying a revival of pros­ 
perity, according to reports from ship­ 
yards at and near Cleveland, O., De­ 
troit, Mich., Toledo, O., Duluth, Mich., 
Buffalo, N. Y., Chicago and sm aller! 
Great Lake ports. 
The opening of the Panama canal, | 
the activities of submarines and th e | 
healthy increase in exports are con­ 
sidered the immediate causes of the 
shipbuilding boom. The claim is made, J 
without denial from the builders, that I 
old ships and vessels now under con-1 
st ruction are bringing 
better 
prices j 
than in many years. 
This boom will bring 
millions 
of 
dollars of business to the dozen or so 
of shipbuilding companies, has created 
new' work for hundreds of men and 
already has caused the rebuilding of 
old yards and the planning of several 
new ones. 
The demand is strong for both lake 
and ocean vessels and only the inabil­ 
ity of the builders to give assurance 
of delivery of the ships by 1917 stands 
in the way of even 
heavier 
orders. 
Foreign interests are prominent among 
the buyers. 
With the first clash of arms in Eu­ 
rope, shippers saw' the necessity for 
obtaining boats quickly to carry m er­ 
chandise 
to 
foreign 
and 
domestic 
ports. 
One New' York capitalist ob­ 
tained at least four huge Great Lake 
package freighters . At the Welland 
canal these ships had to be cut into 
sections before they 
could 
continue 
the trip to the coast. 
The tremendous amount of shipping 
that has gone to the bottom in the war 
zone, together with the fact that many 
of the shipyards in England have been 
turned 
over 
almost 
exclusively to 
ships of war, has forced foreign buy­ 
ers to look to American shipbuilders 
for new' vessels 
and 
some 
foreign 
buyers are ready to pick up any ship 
for sale on the seaboard. 
Cleveland alone reports the closing 
of contracts for forty-five vessels at 
an aggregate cost of more than $8,- 
000,000, and that negotiations are in 
progress for thirty more ships. These 
orders are being filled at Cleveland, 
Toledo, 
Lorain 
and 
Ashtabula, O., 
Ecorse and Manitowoc, Mich., and Buf­ 
falo, N. Y. 
The yards at these cities 
are said to have all the business now 
that they can handle during the year. 
The Toledo Shipbuilding company is 
working on an eastern order for five 
schooners with auxiliary power plants 
to be used in coastwise trade.

Colic in horses and cattle is from 
various causes, but is more particu­ 
larly due to sudden changes in feed 
or to cating more feed than can be 
easily digested by the animal at that 
time. 
The amount of feed that an ani­ 
mal may digest at one time under 
certain conditions may be entirely too 
much under other conditions. 
Since 
colic may be caused by so many differ­ 
ent things, no one remedy wall prove 
effective in ail cases. 
As a general rule, most of the colics 
that are seen in farm stock are due to 
improper feeding. 
In those cases tho 
best general treatment that might be 
used would be to give as early as pos­ 
sible a physic o^ s ilts or oil. 
To r*> 
lieve the pain seen particularly in 
spasmodic colic, the safest genera! 
treatment that can be used is to give 
from one to one and one-half ounce 
of chloral hydrate, dissolved in a pint 
of water, to which has been added one 
teaspoonful of ground ginger. 
Do not give laudanum in such cases, 
as it only tends to produce constipa­ 
tion, and on this account is one of the 
poorest remedies that you can use.

year that it is probable that without 
them many crops would suffer serious 
damage. 
The bluebird has not been accused, 


a s far as known, of stealing fruit or o f 
preying upon crops. 
An examination 
of 885 stomachs showed that 68 per 
cent of the food consists of insects and 
their allies, while the other 32 per 
cent is made up of various vegetable 
substances, found mostly in stomachs 
taken in winter. 
Beetles constitute 21 
per cent of the whole food, grasshop­ 
pers 22, caterpillars IO, and various 
other insects 9, while a number of 
spiders and myriapods, about six per 
cent, comprise the remainder of the 
animal diet. 
All these are more or 
less harmful, except a few predacious 
beetles, which amount to 9 per cent. 
In view' of the large consumption of 
grasshoppers and caterpillars we may 
at least condone this offense, if such it 
may be called.

fact, we might almost say that the 
cover crop is an essential. 
Its use of­ 
fers a means of preventing winter soil 
erosion, adding humus and retarding 
fall growth of trees. 
Cover crops are especially impor­ 
tant in hillside orchards, 
lf the soil 
in these orchards is left bare the heav1* 
fall, winter and spring rains w ill wash 
off the top soil and reduce the land 
to a rough infertile condition. 
Cover 
crops will largely prevent this erosion 
and will also cause large amounts of 
water to be held in the soil during the 
winter and spring. 
Oklahoma soils are generally defi­ 
cient in humus and nitrogen. 
The 
summer cultivation which is recom­ 
mended for orchards in this state pre­ 
vents the growing of summer crops. 
Cover crops are, however, beneficial 
to the orchard, and when plow'ed up 
in the spring aid greatly in improving 
soil conditions. 
W et falls are especially trying to 
orchards. 
The wet weather causes 
the trees to take on new growth 
which is easily winter-killed. 
Cover 
crops will aid greatly in preventing 
this growth. 
They utilize the surplus 
moisture and the result is that late 
growth is largely prevented. 
Wheat, barley and rye are especial 
ly adapted to Oklahoma 
conditions 
These crops should be planted as soon 
as possible in order to get w'ell es 
tablished before cold weather. 
This 
early planting is especially important 
in case of wet weather conditions.

Hogs Becoming Unpopular. 


Tho prevalent opinion seems to be 
that swine were designed to cat up 
tho corn crop and 
grow into 300- 
pound porkers. 
Under certain cir­ 
cumstances there is a better profit in 
selling 
weanlings 
than 
iii 
feeding 
them up to the usual market weights. 
Exact trials at many experiment 
stations show1 that the greatest gains 
tor feed consumed are made in early 
life and that as the animals grow old­ 
er it takes more feed to produce a 
pound of pork. 
Tho sucking pig grows very fast 
and converts nearly all of its rations 
into meat. 
If tile sow is fed liberally 
she, too, will make some gains while 
supporting her brood. 
Tho weanling 
weighing 25 to 40 pounds is almost 
clear gam and w ill often bring ten 
cents a pound at this age. 
On tho same principle tho 150-pound 
pig w ill make more profitable re­ 
turns on feed consumed than if left 
until it weighs 250 pounds. There is 
an increasing number of farmers who 
prefer to sell light “ bacon hogs’’ and 
fewer who continue to feed “ lard 
hogs ’ up to the extra fat classes that 
were popular a score of years ago.

Of little less importance than the 
ventilation of this year's crop of corn 
is that of securing proper ventilation 
for tho animals that cat it, according 
to the Nebraska College of Agricul­ 
ture.

back two thousand years, there are 


some progressive Chinese leaders en­ 


deavoring to 
work 
out 
the better­ 
ment of China and the Chinese in a 
quiet, scientific manner. One of the 
most important of the recent move­ 
ment is an effort to standardize and 
simplify the Chinese language. 
This effort has been approved 
by 
President Yuan-Shih-kai and 
is un­ 
der general discussion in the Chinese 
press. It has the approval of the min­ 
ister of education and foreign edu­ 
cators living in China 
who 
have a 
knowledge of the 
Chinese language 
and appreciate the great difficulties 
presented by the various dialects. 
The simplification and standardiz 
ing of Chinese textbooks for general 
use throughout all of 
the provinces 
is regarded as imperative before ed­ 
ucation can make great progress in 
China and result in the unification of 
the various provinces. 
The annual expenditure for the up­ 
keep of the army and navy is report­ 
ed to 
be 
approximately $40,000,000, 
gold, wThile the amount the central 
government appropriates 
for educa­ 
tion is only one-fiftieth of that sum. 
The sentiment throughout China is 
that more money must 
be 
used for 
education. With a proper system of 
taxation, China can realize sufficient 
money to maintain schools, but edu­ 
cational 
experts 
are 
universally 
agreed that adequate results tan not 
be attained in Chinese schools until 
the written language of the Chinese 
is standardized and simplified. 
Prominent educators recently sug­ 
gested the creation of a board for the 
accomplishment of this work. 
They 
would have such a board modify the 
present florid style 
of 
composition 
and put the Chinese classics, that is, 
the better known works of Confucius, 
into simple language with simplified 
characters. 
This 
education 
would 
take from the Mandarin 
dialect 
as 
used in Peking, w^hich is the language 
of scholars, possibly 
five 
thousand 
Chinese characters sufficient for or 
dinarv expression. This would be the 
standard vocabulary for 
all 
China. 
The pronunciation of the characters 
would be standardized in such a way 
that the written and spoken wTords 
wrouid be exactly the same in every 
province. 
The educators suggest that this re­ 
form board would make text hooks 
and dictionaries containing the five 
thousand words or 
characters 
ade­ 
quate to cover the first five years of 
primary school wvork. 
They regard 
that as the vita! basis for educational 
reform in China, and 
suggest 
that 
more elaborate dictionaries and stand­ 
ard text hooks could easily he work­ 
ed out so as to put education even in 
the universities upon the same basis 
in all China. 
At present the 
pronunciation 
of 
Chinese characters is 
different 
in 
practically every province. 
A Canton 
man is absolutely unable 
to 
under 
stand the language of a Pekinese un 
til he has studied the pronunciation 
The same # true of men from adja­ 
cent provinces in either the north or 
south of China. 
It is estimated that the plan for 
standardizing Chinese 
would 
bring 
about universal language in China in 
less than forty years, if compulsory 
education were adopted, and the Man­ 
darin dialect, or the dialect of the 
educated class, w’ere taught in all 
schools. 
Missionaries and other for- 
eieners who have lived in China for 
many years are almost unanimous in 
their belief that the extremely diffi­ 
cult and 
varied 
language 
of 
the 
Chinese is the greatest 
barrier 
to 
China's progress. 
Written and spok­ 
en Chinese are in such hopeless* com­ 
plexity 
that 
there 
are 
very 
few 
Chinese scholars who have been able 
to master all the dialects, e\en in a 
long lifetime of continuous study. 
Only artists of the fix st class are 
abe to w rite Chinese characters in an 
acceptable way. 
Of 
recent 
years 
there has been a tendency to write 
the characters in less ornate manner, 
and the reformers wTho are seeking 
to standardize the language, urge that 
writing be done in w'hat is know n as 
the grass

So many people jumped to death over 
the Kego waterfall precipice at Chu- 
zenji in late years that the aul borities 
built a high wall to deter would-be 
suicides. The waterfall is one of the 
most beautiful in Japan. It carries off 
the overflow' from the lake which itself 
is noted as the summer home of the 
foreign diplomats accredited to Tokio.

war. If the working man’s income is j 
not proportionate 
to 
his high war 
budget, it has responded to the law 
of supply and demand and is likely to 
remain higher than before the war. 
Monsieur Charles Piquenard in a 
study of the wrar*s effect upon eco­ 
nomic conditions 
says 
there would 
have been 
a 
more 
substantial in­ 
crease in wages 
if 
industries were 
not working under the 
most uncer­ 
tain conditions; they are 
unable to 
make any definite plans for the fu­ 
ture, and operations of great scope, 
requiring big credits are impossible, 
so long 
as 
the 
moratorium lasts; 
they are obliged to pay cash and sell 
for cash. The encouraging feature is 
that orders are more regular. What 
I the readjustment of things will bring 
I after the war is the great uncertain­ 
ty that stands in the wray of a com­ 
plete revival of 
such 
industries as 
are able to procure the raw* material 
they require and find a mal lcet for 
their production. 
There are about 
11,000,000 
wage 
earners in France, including 2,200,000 
engaged in agriculture. 
Of the re­ 
maining 7,700,000 there are a million 
clerks and 
office 
employes, 800,000 
government employes and 900,000 do­ 
mestics, leaving 
5,000,000 industrial 
workmen, 2,000,000 of whom are de­ 
prived totally of their incomes by the 
war, and 3,000,000 of whom had their 
resources reduced, cither by the dim­ 
inution of working hours or teduced 
production of p^ace work by reason 
of changed conditions. 
Tho principal reductions 
W'ero 
in 
the purely feminine industries, such 
as dressmaking, in which 85 per cent 
of the establishments reduced wages 
from 25 per cent 
to 
50 
per 
cent. 
This discrimination against women is 
explained by the fact that men are 
better organized to resist wrage re­ 
ductions. 
Had the seamstresses of 
Paris been organized in unions, the 


employers* syndicate would have per­ 


haps hesitated to fix the general re­ 


duction of wages at 50 per cent. 


In the retail and wholesale 
trade 


the reductions 
w'ere quite 
general, 


and ranged from 20 to 50 per cent. 


A considerable number of the 900,- 


000 domestics found themselves out 
of employment 
by 
reason 
of the 
breaking up of families 
and reduc­ 
tion of household expenses. The sim 
pie law of supply and demand operat­ 
ed to decrease the wages of the oth- 


\ ers. 
More than 8 per cent of tho com­ 
mercial 
and 
industrial 
establish­ 
ments of France are now open 
as 
against 57 per cent

the fall of 
1914. The proportion of help employ 
ed by these establishments has risen 
from 34 per cent of the 
normal 
in 
August, 1914, to 
more 
than 75 per j 
cent. The average number of mobil 
ized men in such establishments be­ 
ing more than 24 per 
cent, 
it fol­ 
low's 
that 
the 
entire 
unmobilized 
staff are again employed. 
The w'ages of small 
salaried em­ 
ployes have come back to the normal j 
figure in 90 per cent of the establish- j 
ments. The higher salaries still auf 
fer certain reductions. 
The increase in the number of the 
working hours has automatically In­ 
creased the earnings of workers paid 
by the hour in all factories 
whose 
production is taken by the army. In 
some cases the wage scale has been 
increased, making a double gain. The 
piece work scale also 
has

creased in many industries working, 
for the government. The reason for 
these increases is found in the com­ 
parative dearth of skilled workmen, 
and in the zeal of manufacturers to 
push their output to the maximum on 
the pressing demands of the govern­ 
ment. 
The spinners and weavers of Nor­ 
mandy and the

are earning 
from IO to 20 per cent more than be­ 
fore the wrar. The remaining IO per 
cent of the embroiderers

makers unmobilized at Calais,

earned from 50 to 60 francs a week,

70

and day laborers. The urgent need 
of dock hands to 
handle

supplies pushed their wages up 50 
per cent at some places. 
Women w'hose earnings In distinct­ 
ly feminine trades

are 
abandoning the sewing machine for 
the machine tool in 
growing num­ 
bers. Wrhat permanent effect the in­ 
novation may have upon the labor 
problem is a question the union lead­ 
ers are studying. 
Decreased number of strikes was 
a noticeable effect of the new condi­ 
tions. Only 97 cases, involving a total 
of 9,110 strikers, 
were 
reported to 
the department of labor in the lirst 
sixteen months of the war. 
There 
were 1,073 strikes, involving 220,000 
workmen in the year 1913. This com­ 
parative tranquility is attributed 
in 
some quarters to the contentment of 
the workmen, in others 
to 
the ab­ 
sence at the front of the younger and 
more aggressive labor leaders. 
It Is estimated that there are 850,- 
000 women employed on piece work 
at their homes, and these are excl ud­ 
ed from the beneficial operation o f 
the lack of help upon the wages in 
their industries.

women get goes into the pockets of 
the Intermediaries.

francs. Instead of remitting the sum 
on receipt of the garments, the con­ 
tractor presented to Monsieur Her­ 
riot a bill for 24 francs for to-called 
"bad work" 
and

ing the women with nothing for their 
work and a debt of thnee francs fifty 
centimes.

A few days before the exhibi- 
ion examine your birds again and 
duck the imperfect feathers.

iuite a problem to determ ine the best 
irocedure when there is foreign color 
n some of the large feathers on the 
wings or tail. If the color is a cause 
.T>r disqualification, there is no justific­ 
ation for shipping the bird to the 
•diow. W hat is best to do will depend 
jpon the quality cf the specimen in 
other sections and upon the amount 
of defective color in the wings. Usual­ 
ly these defects occur in 
similar 
.feathers in beth wings. 
All white fowls m ust bo w ashed, and 
most fowrl8 cf other colors can be im­ 
proved in appearance by washing, fluf­ 
fing, and grooming before the show. 
For white birds have three tubs filled 
with (I) warm, soft cr rain water; 
(2) warm, soft or rain w ater; 
(3)J 
warm, soft, or rain water colored the 
proper shade to rinse the blue white 
joods. 
Use a bar of good white or 
castile soap and a large sponge and a 
’tail brush. 
Have the tem perature of 
che room SO degrees or Sa degrees and 
bring the birds in clean exhibition 
coops, the floors of which should be 
covered 
with 
fresh, 
dry 
shavings.

Before shipping tho birds to the ex 
hibition apply tho sw’oet oil and alcohol 
solution to tho face and comb. If you 
are showing white birds, fill their 
plumage, after washing and when thor 
oughly dry, with equal parts of bran 
and rice flour! 
Some exhibitors use 
cornstarch, which is equally satisfac 
tcry. 
This prevents the plumage b( 
cerning soiled, and when the starch Is 
shaken out at the show and the fowh 
are groomed they apparently take a 
higher polish. 
However, the coops 
must have wooden or muslin tops and 
sides to prevent rain coming in con 
tact with the starched plumage. The 
Tinal grooming is accomplished with a 
silk handkerchief rubbing and polish 
ing the feathers until the plumage has 
a, high luster.

The English Elementary and Prepar 
atory Boarding Schools Known 
Here A p Public Schools, Are 
the Main Prop.

London, March 4.—W hile other ed­ 
ucational reform ers are striving to 


displace Latin, Greek and the old non­ 


investigating m ethods of study with 


science and modern languages, Alex­ 


ander Devine, headm aster of Clayes- 
more School, W inchester, has come 


out with an attack on class distinc­ 
tions in school life. 
The English elem entary and pre­ 
paratory boarding schools, known here 
as public schools, are the main prop 
of the aristocratic system. It is neces­ 
sary that the students of these in­ 
stitutions belong to the gentry, while 
the free schools are left for the sons 
of tradesm en and laborers. 
But it is 
the public schools that give th e Eng­ 
lishman of the better class the man­ 
ner that is his special distinction. To 
come from a public school almost 
settles the young Englishm an’s status 
in society. 
Positions in official 
life 
and the dignified branches of com­ 
mercial life, above the menial, are 
largely 
limited 
to 
public 
school 
men. 
In 
the 
present 
war, 
a 
regim ent of public school men was 
organized, so as to 
gather 
together 
those of a good class socially. 
The 
name counts much as membership in 
a college fraternity does in the United 
States, with the exception that it car­ 
ries weight among all classes of peo­ 
ple in England. 
Professor Devine said 
he viewed 
wTith deep concern the widening of 
the gulf between 
class 
and 
class, 
which was becoming peculiar to Eng­ 
land above all the 
nations 
of 
the 
world; and showed itself strongest in 
the m atter of education. 
“The upper, or so-called governing 
classes,” he declared, “hold strongly 
to their own institutions of prepara­ 
tory and public 
school, 
and 
aristo­ 
cracy shields itself under an attitude 
of superiority of blood, breeding and 
tradition. 
“Nowr men and women of all classes 
are working together with one sympa­ 
thy and one air—the dead lying sid»^ 
by side, cook’s son and 
duke's 
son 
treading the Valley of 
the 
Shadow 
Together. 
Never again will men and 
women be quite as they have been 
in the past. 
We shall be a lost na­ 
tion indeed, if, after this we are not 
a very different nation.”

the military leaders participating in 
the \ unnan revolution 
are 
officers 
Who were trained in Japan, according 
to a letter written from Yunnanfu 
bv Kung Ghenpong, one of the revo­ 
lutionists, and just published in Jap­ 
anese papers issued in North China. 
Eight of the commanding officers are 
graduates of the 
Japanese 
military 
academy. 
Among these are General 
Tsai 
Ao, 
commander-in-chief, 
and 
chief promoter of the insurrection; 
Lo Pei-chin, chief of staff, and Fang 
Sheng-tao, vice chief of staff. Other 
officers prominent 
in 
the 
Yunnan 
army are from 
Peking 
University, 
Yunnan Military Academy and Pao- 
tingfu M ilitary academy. 
Kung Chen-peng’s letter purports to 
give a detailed description of the or­ 
igin and development of the Yunnan 
movement for independence, the first 
receivd in Peking. 
A translation of 
part of the letter folow\s: 
“On December 17 
Li 
Lieh-chun 
(one of the Leaders of the 1913 revo­ 
lution), Hsiung Ko-wu 
and 
myself 
managed to reach Yunnanfu, the cap­ 
ital of Yunnan. We found public opin­ 
ion was unanimously opposed to the 
constitutional change. On the follow­ 
ing day Military Governor Tang Chi- 
yao called on Ll Lieh-chun and dis­ 
cussed with him the possibility of de­ 
claring independence. 
It was finally 
agreed that a 
preliminary 
meeting 
should be held in the 
Chung 
Lien 
temple. 
The meeting was attended 
by all of us, together with many high 
military officers. 
Various important 
m atters relating to military, financial 
and diplomatic questions were dis­ 
cussed. 
“On the nineteenth the Second Mix­ 
ed brigade was sent to a certain di­ 
rection, and on the twenty-first the 
Third and Fourth brigades to other 
directions. 
On the same day we re­ 
ceived $650,000 (Mexican) from resi­ 
dents in Nanvang (South Seas) re­ 
gions, while rifles, 
mountain 
guns 
and immense quantities of war mater­ 
ial reached us. 
“On the twenty-second Tsai Ao, and 
others having arrived, another gener­ 
al meeting was held. It was resolved 
then to send a dispatch 
to 
Peking 
urging Yuan to renounce the monarch­ 
al scheme and apologize to the public 
by executing promoters of Chou Au 
Hui (society far the Prevention of 
Peace.) 
It was further decided to 
address the various provinces, asking 
them to assist us in our attempt to 
maintain the republic. 
Matters re­ 
lating to the organization of a repub­ 
lican force were considered and ap­ 
proved. 
“On the following day telegraphic 
replies wTere received from General 
Liu Tsun-how, commander of the Sze­ 
chuan division; Brigadier 
Generals 
Wu Hsiang-chen and Lei 
Piao, 
as 
well as Military Inspector 
Liu, 
of 
Kweichow, and the Chiangchun (mili 
tarv governor) of Kwangsi, followed 
by letters encouraging us from var­ 
ious provinces. Another meeting was 
held on the 24th, when fifty-two im­ 
portant persons representing the local 
military, commercial and other inter­ 
ests were present. 
After 
carefully 
considering the subject, the time to 
declare independence was set for the 
26th at noon. 
“On the 
appointed 
day, 
General 
Tang issued the official declaration of 
independence, attesting his signature 
thereto under the title of Tutuh. At 
12 o’clock an 
impressive 
ceremony 
was held in the Yamen (military gov­ 
ernor’s house), attended by prominent 
citizens, officers and officials, attired 
in ceremonial dress. 
Students 
of 
various schools also came to assist the 
function, carrying banners on which 
‘Protect the Republic,’ and other pa 
triotic words were inscribed. 
“When evening arrived every house 
in the capital hung lighted lanterns to 
celebrate the 
memorable 
occasion, 
while the continuous 
explosions 
of 
firecrackers told how enthusiastical­ 
ly the citizens support the movement. 
“Next day General Liu Yun-feng, 
commander of the first echelon, and 
General Cheng Ta-chung, commander 
of the second echelon left the capital 
at the head of their troops to certain 
destinations. 
The splendid bodies of 
men, as they marched through the 
streets were vociferously cheered by 
thousands of people lining the way to 
see them proceed to the front. Strict

order is maintained in Yunnan and 
the people are peacefully pursuing 
their business without any sign of agi­ 
tation. A strong bond of unity exists 
in the military government.” 
The letter concludes with a list of 
officers entrusted- with the direction 
of tho army, in which an explanation 
is given of the military training and 
experience of the various men, most 
of them from the Japanese Military 
Academy. 
Japanese papers published in China 
are authority for the statement that 
the Yunnan army has in its possession 
40,000 carbines and 100,000,000 rounds 
of cartridges, IOO machine guns, with 
3,000,000 round? of ammunition; 50,- 
000 rifles manufactured at the Shang­ 
hai and Hupeh arsenals, with 250,000,- 
000 cartridges, and 48 mountain guns. 
The Yunnanfu arsenal 
is 
credited 
with capacity for 20,000 rounds of in­ 
fantry ammunition daily. .

ALONG T H E SLOPE OF T H E H IL L 
W H IC H SEPA RATES T H E 
COM BATANTS. 


SOLDIERS WORK DAY ANO 
NIGHT 


Tunneling 
Has 
Been 
Going 
on 
for 
More Than a Year in Some 
Places— Some Started 
Just Recently. 


Bar-Le-Duc, France, March 4.—The 
mining operations on some sections of 
the French front resemble vast rail­ 
road tunneling enterprises. All along 
the slope of hills where the summits 
alone separate the combattants, there 
are mouths of tunnels framed with 
timbers such as support the galleries 
of coal mines. 
All day and all night 
soldiers wheel earth out of these tun­ 
nels to platforms where dump cars on 
a strategic narrow gauge railroad are 
waiting to carry it off to be used in 
the grading of new strategic lines. 
A study of the official communiques 
gives only slight indications of the ob­ 
ject of all this activity. What it means 
depends upon the lay of the land; in 
some cases it amounts to nothing less 
than the blowing off of the tops of 
hills. 
There are places 
where 
the 
Germans 
hold 
the summit and the 
French are dug in on the slope; there 
are others where neither the Frencji 
nor Germans have been able to occu­ 
py the summit excepting with small 
isolated advance posts that are anni­ 
hilated 
at 
intervals, and here it is 
necessary to blow the top 
off 
the 
height before an issue can be reached. 
This tunneling has been going on for 
more than a year in some places, but 
public evidences of the extent of it 
date only from the beginning of the 
year. 
Big mines are exploded every day 
inside these honeycombed hills ,where 
it is not rare for the Frenchman’s 
tunnel to run into a German under­ 
ground gallery. 
If they meet before 
the mine is ready, 
is a “camouflet” 
or a small blast ,that is set off by the 
adversary that locates the other fellow 
first. 
It is quickly 
done 
with 
an 
American pneumatic tool that bores a 
hole in the direction from which comes 
the telltale sound 
of 
the 
pick. 
A 
charge of dynamite, lyddite or melinite 
is stuffed in and the hole is plugged 
so that the mine is safe and the force 
of the explosion all turned toward the 
adversary's gallery. • 
Blasting is sometimes done also to 
hasten the excavating work, but most 
of the digging requiring discretion is 
the work of the American pneumatic 
drill and pneumatic pick kept working 
by air compressors brought up to the 
foot of the hill. 
The forests of the Argonne all along 
the front have been razed by shell and 
shrapnel; and the aspect of the hills 
is being still further modified by these 
tunneling and mining operations. 
A practical miner in 
private life, 
specialised at the front in this kind of 
work, describes the conditions under 
which the work is 
often 
suddenly 
stopped and the enemy’s operations 
checked at the same time. 
“The sappers are digging, shoveling 
in silence, when suddenly one of them 
stops; he has heard a hollow sound in 
the soil under his pick; two or three 
more strokes, and his instinct of an 
old miner reveals to him that there 
is a hole under his gallery; he strikes 
again, the point of the pick penetrates; 
there is no more doubt but that a Ger­ 
man blasting hole exists underneath. 
By small strokes slowly with infinite 
precaution the sapper 
enlarges 
the 
opening then aided by his comrades, 
lets himself down into the hole with 
revolver in his fist . It is indeed a 
German blasting hole that he has dis­ 
covered, with a gallery at the end. 
The question is whether it is occupied 
—impossible to tell; the enemy per­ 
haps will appear and rush upon the 
intruders; no one comes, the mine is 
empty. Leaving a watchman, the sap­ 
pers and miners 
ascend 
into 
the 
French gallery and go and report their 
discovery to the captain, who decides 
to profit by the occasion to play a 
good game upon the Germans. While 
continuing to work in the neighboring 
mines to deceive the adversary, sap­ 
pers and auxiliaries of the infantry 
are put silently to work stuffing with 
explosives the old 
German 
blasting 
hole, which communicates 
with 
the 
gallery leading to the German earth­ 
works, and to a little occupied post.

Finally at dawn the work 
is done. The entire German gallery at 
the end where it communicates with 
our excavation is nothing but a vast 
cannon stuffed with cheddite; all the

men are at their post, a signal is 
given ,the fuse lighted, and in an in­ 
stant the earth cracks. It is safe to 
raise a head above the surface now, 
for the enemy is too much occupied 
to fire. 
The trench is entirely up­ 
heaved, and the Germans fly in the 
air, some of them whole and some of 
them in parts.”
